Wilson's message to the sixty-sixth 
congress was as follows. 
"To the senate and house of repre-

"1 sincerely regret that I cannot be 


present at the opening of this session 
of the congress. I am thus prevented 
from presenting in as direct a way as 
I could wish the many questions that 
are pressing for solution at this time. 
Happily, I have had the advantage of 
advice of the heads of the several leg- 
islative departments who have kept 
in close touch with the affair8; in their 
detail and whose thotful recommen- 
dations 1 earnestly second. 


"In the matter of the railroads and

eration. 


"The attorney general has submit- 


ted a plan for the extension of this 
for a period of six months. 
As it 


now stands It is limited in operation 
to the period of the war and becomes 
inoperative upon the formal procla- 
mation of peace. It is Imperative that 
it should be extended at once. 
The 


department of Justice has built up 
extensive machinery for the enforc- 
ing of its provisions, all of which must 
be abandoned upon the conclusion of 
peace, unless tha act is extended. 


"During this period tho 
congress 


will have an opportunity to 
make 


similar permanent 
provisions 
and 


regulation with regard to all goods 
destined for interstate commerce and 
to exclude them from interstate ship- 
ment, iC the rouirements of the law 
are not complied with. 
Some, such 


regulation is imperatively neccssarv. 


terstate commerce should In 
every 


case where the form of packing makes 
It possible be plainly marked with the 
price at which they left the hands of 
the producer. 


"We should formulate a law requir- 


ing a federal license of all corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate commerce 
and embodying in the license, or In 
the condition under which it is issued, 
specific recommendations designed to 
secure competitive selling and prevent 
profits in the method of marketing. 
Such a law would afford a welcome 
to much other needed reforms in the 
business of interstate shipments and 
in the methods of corporations which 
are engaged in it; but for the mo- 
ment I confine my recommendations 
to the object immediately 
in hand, 


which is to lower the cost of living. 
| 


"No one who has 
observed 
the 


march of events in the last year can 
fail to note the absolute need of a 
definite program to bring about a set- 
tlement in the labor problem. There 
can be rio settled conditions leading 
to increased production and a reduc- 
tion in the cost of living if labor and 
capita] are to be antagonists instead 
of partners. 
Sound thinking and 
an 


honest desire to serve the interests 
of the whole nation, as distinguished 
from the Interesets of a class, mut be 
applied to the solution of this great 
and pressing problem. The failure of 
other nations to consider this matter 
in a vigorous way has produced bit- 
terness and jealousies, the food of rad- 
icalism. The only way to keep men 
from agitating against grievances is 
to remove the grievances. 
An unwil- 


lingness even to discuss the matters 
produces only dissatisfaction and gives 
comfort to the extreme elements in 
our country which endeavor to stir up 
disturbances and 
repression. 
The 


seed of revolution is repression. 
The 


remedy for these things must not be 
negative in character. It must be con- 
structive. 
It must comprehend the 


general Interest. 
The real antidote, 


for the unrest which manifests itself 
Is not suppression, but a deep consid- 
eration of the wrong that beset our 
national life and the application of a 
remedy. 


"Congress has already shown 
its 


willingness to deal with these indus- 
trial wrongs by establishing the eight 
hour day as the standard in ev pry 
field of labor. It has sought to find a 
way to prevent chll dlabor. 
It has 


served the whole country by leading 
the way in developing the means of 
preserving and safeguarding lives and 
health 
in dangerous 
industries. It 


must now help in the different task 
of finding a method that will bring 
about a genuine democratization 
of 


Industry, based upon the full recog- 
nition of the right of those who work 
in whatever rank, to participate in 
some organic way in every decision 
which directly affects their welfare. It 
is with this purpose in mind that I 
called a conference to meet in Wash- 
ington on December 1 to 
consider 


these problems in all their broad as- 
pects, with the idea of bringing about 
a better understanding between these 
two interests. 


"The great unrest thruout thc world, 


out of which has emerged a demand 
for an immediate consideration of the 
difficulty between capita! and labor, 
bids us put our own house in order. 
Frankly there can be no permanent 
and lasting settlements between capi- 
tal and labor that do not recognize 
the fundamental concepts for which 
labor has been struggling thru 
the 


years. The whole world gave its rec- 
ognition and endorsement 
to 
these 


fundamental purposes in the league 
of nations. The statesmen grouped at 
Versailles recognized the
